This December 6 it will have — 
been 90 years since the day [ 
in 1917 of the Halifax Ex- Ly 
plosion when Mont-Blanc, a 
French munitions ship, accidentally 
collided with the Imo, a Norwegian 
cargo ship in the narrows of Hali- 
fax Harbour. Flying debris, fires, 
and flattened buildings killed more 
than 2000 people. Over 9,000 more 
were injured, mostly blinded by fly- 
ing window glass as they watched 
the ships burn in the harbour. 

This was the largest man-made ex- 
plosion until the first atomic bomb 
was detonated in 1945

The HARC recently received the following 
letter from Industry Canada 


Subject: New Procedures for Installing 
Radiocommunication and Broadcasting 
Antenna Systems 


Industry Canada has released new antenna 
siting & approval procedures entitled CPC- 
2-0-03 Radiocommunication & Broadcast- 
ing Antenna Systems. The new procedures 
aim at insuring greater community consul- 
tation and continued deployment of radio- 
communication systems across Canada. 


The Department has carefully reviewed the 
recommendations contained in the reports 
prepared by Dr. David A. Townsend and 
by the Telecommuncations Policy Review 
panel and has developed improved proce- 
dures in consultation with industry & com- 
munity stakeholders. 


These new procedures will facilitate the 
development of effective & efficient radio- 
communication with appropriately located 
antenna-supporting structures. The key 
changes include: clearer processes for pub- 
lic notification and consultation and added 
community involvement. 


It should be noted that many aspects of the 
existing process remain largely unchanged 
with the update, specifically procedures 
pertaining to: compliance with the Cana- 
dian Environmental Assessment Act; 
Health Canada’s Safety Code 6 radio fre- 
quency exposure guidelines; and Transport 
Canada/NAV CANADA - aeronautical 
safety responsibilities. 


The new policy replaces the Client Proce- 
dures Circular 2-0-03 (CPC 2-0-03) Envi- 
ronmental Process, Radiofrequency Fields 
and Land Use Consultation Issue 3, June 
24, 1995 remains in effect. 


We invite you to review the new proce- 
dures to become more familiar with these 
changes.

First Aid, part 2
